Sir: 


Touching the complaint of “Slater Nat. bank. Pawtucket, R.I., that the gold coin shipped 
from this mint to that Bank was not ordered in Half Eagles, I have the honor to state: 


That the original Transfer Letter forwarded by Treasurer U.S. to this Mint asked for Half 
and Quar. Eagles. We had not then and now have now ne any Quar. Eagles, and the Treasurer 
US., was advised to that effect by the Superintendent. 


Upon receipt of that advice the Treasurer U.S., telegraphed the Superintendent to ship 
Half Eagles, and that was done. Slater N. Bank now says that its C/D from A.T.U.S. N. York 
calls for Quar. Eagles and Three Dollar pieces. We have an abundant stock of the latter named 
coin, and were the Bank to make another order through the Treasurer U.S. we could ship Three 
Dollars pcs. at once. 


The Transfer Letter does not ask for Three Doll. pcs. at all.
